J. G. Diamond, of the U. S. Bureau 
of Estimates, Grand Forks, says: 


"Frequent rains in North Dakota 


during the past two weeks have fav- 
ored growing grains, pastures 
and 


hay crops, although interfering 
to 


some extent with corn and 
potato 


plantings. Growing conditions on the 
whole are considered as very satisfac- 
tory, the weather of the month just 
ended having been favorable, both 
with respect to moisture and the ab- 
sence of frost damage. Innundatiqn 
has resulted in some crop damage in 
the low spots of the Valley counties 
and a few reports of cut worm dam- 
age have come from the southwest. 
Although high winds were reported on 
several occasions in western counties, 
the damage was small owing to the 
soils being well wetted and set. A 
light rainfall in the northwestern sec- 
tion during the first part of the peri- 
od resulted in crusting the top soil of 
small grain seedings and necessitated 
dragging, but subsequent rains were 
heavier and conditions at the end oi 
the month generally satisfactory.

DRUMMOND MAKES APPEAL

Kansas City, Mo., June 2.—(By As- 


sociated Press.)—Drift of agriculture 
\loward "the short road to ruin" was 
pictured in a letter to Secretary Wal- 
lace by \y. 1. Drummond, chairman of 
the Board of Governors of the Interna- 
tional Farm Congress. Estimating the j 
total increase of American farm mort- 
gage indebtedness between i&10 and 
1920 as more than $3,000,000,000, Mr. 
DrummoBd appealed to the United 
States Department of Agriculture to 
cool a "fever of restless speculation" 
among farmers, and asserted that "the 
doctrine of debts and credits as the 
basis of farm operation is being 
preached to a dangerous degree." He 
referred to advance census reports on 
farm mortgage indebtedness as the 
basis of his warning. 


Mr. Drummond, declaring that the 


rate of debt increase had p.robably 
•been greater during the two year* 
since the 1920 census was taken point- 
ed out that according to that census 
mortgage indebtedness on farms oper- 
ated by their owners had increased 
since 1920 by 131.9 per cent, or $2,- 
277,594,341. 
Noting that according to 


the census the number of farms oper- 
ated by their owners was virtually 
the same as in 11910 while the number 
under mortgage increased by more 
than half a million, Mr. Drummond 
added, "The census will further show 
that nearly 40 per cent of all farms 
are now operated by tenants. 
If the 


same proportion holds good with them, 
the total farm mortgage indebtedness 
increased considerably more than $3,- 
000,000,000 In the ten-year period. The 
added annual interest bill amounts to 
about $200,000,000, or more than one 
fourth the average wheat crop of the 
United States. Up figures are avail- 
able showing the increase in chattel 
and personal indebtedness, but this is 
shown to be very large. It is not im 
probable that the value of more thai 
a third of the nation's wheat crop will 
hereafter be taken each year to pay 
the interest on tho Increased rural in- 
debtelness. 
Nor do these figures in 


elude 389,459 farms for which no re 
port was made in 1920." 


Mr Drummond questioned the re-

DISCHARGED AS NORMAL 


IndianapoliSi Ind., June 2.—The 


worst casualties suffered by American 
soldiers during the world war are just 
beginning to show themselves. 
B> 
Contrast troops wounded on the battlg- 
fields are lucky compared with the 
greatly increased casualties of today, 
according to C. E. Harris, an official 
of the American Legion's national 
headquarters here, in 'charge of ex- 
soldier claims against the 
govern- 


ment. 
There is an average of two ex- 


soldier suicides a day, Mr. Harris de- 
clares following a study of reports. 
These men, Mr. Harris finds, almost 
without exception were in the battle- 
lines in France. These soldiers, the Le- 
gion officials contends, were dischar- 
ged by army doctors as normal. Since 
the war, however, these men, strug- 
gling for a living, fcaye undergone 
mental anguish that their war-racked 
nerves could not withstand. 
There are two ways in which the 


Legion hopes to -minister to these 
mental cases and to prevent their in- 
crease, Mr. Harris points out. 
The 


Langly "bill, now law, provides $17,- 
000,000, for the construction of new 
hosnitais.

A re- 
cent Veterans Bureau report shows 
that the bureau's total capacity for 
treatment of neuro-psychiatric cases 
is 6,099 beds. Mr. Harris Bays he has 
reports from Legion liaison represen- 
tatives in each of the bureau's 14 
regional districts to show that in four 
of the 14 districts alone there 
are 
24,506 mental eases on record. These 
four districts include West Virginia, 
District of Columbia, Virginia, Ten- 
nessee, North Carolina, South Caro- 
lina, Maryland, Florida, Georgia, Ne- 
braska, Iowa, Kansas, Missouri, Wash- 
ington, Oregon and Idaho. Of the 
number 2,119 are being treated in 
Government hospitals and 996 in con- 
tract institutions. 
The Veterans Bureau reports but 
4,028 service men in the entire Unit- 
ed States undergoing treatment for 
mental disorder for-government insti- 
tutions. 
' 
The Legion 'is asking the coopera- 


tion of the public- in its effort proper- 
ly to protect post-bellum shell-shock 
cases. Mr. Harris says that friends 
and relatives should be,quick to report 
an ex-soldier who shows signs of, men- 
tal disorder, and to induce him to sub- 
mit to an examination and treatment.

MUST LEARN TO 


SPEAK OUT 


Atlantic City, N. J., June 2.—Ask- 


ing pity lor "the poor old preacher" 
is a "rank injustice and only succeeds 
in getting his position that 
much 
more despised," Rev, Dr. F. E. Smith 
of Indianaoolis, representing the Dis- 
ciples of Christ, told the annual con- 
ference of Interdenominational Secre- 
taries of Ministerial Relief of Protest- 
ant churches here. 


"Time must be taken to educate the 


church as* to the justice and strategy 
of the'care of her workers," he as- 
serted in discussing ministerial pen- 
sions. 


"The business world has long ago 


accepted the sound sense of such pro- 
vision. It is an awkward circumstance 
that the church whose workers have 
largely brousht about such benefits 
for the workers-in business should 
last of all confer these benefits upon 
her own. 


"The preachers must learn to speak 
out, not for themselves a« they mis- 
takenly think, but for their comrades 
in service whose work is done. 
The 


preacher while protecting himself, in 
his modesty, from foolish criticism, 
denies the only voice that can be rais- 
ed on behalf of godly men and women 


Teachers and educators of the state 


are waging a fight against repeal of 
the minimum salary law for teachers, 
which will be voted on June 2$. 


Supt. G. W. Hanna, of Valley City, 


in an article on the law, says in parr 


"The minimum salary law has been 


called by keen observers of education- 
al affairs one of the most valuable 
pieces of constructive school legisla- 
tion in a decade. However, with trial 
of less than one school year under 
most unfavorable conditions the law 
is to be put on trial for its life at 
the June primaries. 
Its opponents 


have attacked it as a part of an econ 
omy movement. A referendum is usu- 
ally carried without much reference to 
merit and an attack based upon econ- 
omy in these troublous times woulU 
have inherent strength; so this lawv 
with all its splendid possibilities is 
sure to be obliterated unless teachers 
and other friends of education arouse 
the public to its defense through inter, 
mation of its real purpose and value. 


"Let it be said that the people of 


North Dakota believe in good leathers 
and good schools as the right of their 
children and as the safeguard ot organ- 
ized society, and they would not inten 
tionally undermine our educational 
system. Opposition to the law lias 
grown out of the belief that public ex- 
pense is the basis of the high cost of 
living, that school costs represent the 
largest item of taxation and salaries 
the largest item of school expense, 
that the teacher's pay is on too high a 
level, and that the salary law was de- 
signed to make and hold high salaries 
—quite a logical chain, if it were 
sound at any link. 
But the average 


man has not so lllogically grown sus- 
picious of and penurious with his most 
sacred institution, the school, without 
help. The initiative has come from a 
few ignorant or selfish leaders and 
from some politicians hard put for 
campaign thunder, who have seized 
upon this thought as a most fetching 
pne in times like these. We must try. 
to correct the error or dispel the illu. 
slon.

isan opposition'—In the legislature that

SUPPORTING McCUMBER 


Those who have no special liking for Senator 


McCumber and who fought him previous to the 
Jamestown convention are being won over to his 
candidacy rapidly. Workers in the field find more 
unanimity for Senator McCumber than for any 
other candidate on the Republican ticket. 


The danger of losing the services of a man who 


is. rounding out twenty-four years in the United 
States with chairmanship of the finance commit- 
tee and a membership on the foreign relations com- 
mittee to his credit are assets unparalleled for a 
state of the size of North Dakota. 


President Harding secured 160,072 votes in the 


last general election, indicative that there are that 
many voters who favor a continuance of Republi- 
can principles.

"During the first twenty-six years of the state s 


existence the total tax levies amounted to $194,- 
299,005 and during the last five $145,280,707. In 
other words during twenty-six years the tax bur- 
den averaged but $7,473,038 a year, but since 1917 
it has jumped to an average of $29,056,141 a year. 


"For the year 1900 state and local tax levies 


totaled about $3,288,000, while the population was 
319,146.

LOTS OF MONEY IN 'EM 


Chicago, Jtne 2.— "They're keeping 


the pig in the parlor again," id the 
way Guy E. Hall, director of the Na- 
tional Institute of Progressive Farm- 
ing, symbolizes a national survey of 
the 1922 spring crop of pigs just com- 
pleted by the institute. 


The survey was compiled from gov- 


ernment reports, the investigations of 
W. J. Carmichael of the National 
Swine association, reports from the 
leading terminal cattle markets, from 
ten pure-bred swine records associa- 
tions, and the institutes own,survey of 
14,000 local dealers in all parts of the 
corn and hog belt. Data of agricul- 
tural colleges, state departments of 
agriculture, and from James E. Poole, 
secretary of the 'Chicago Live •Stock 
Exchange, also supplied information. 


"It is a pretty thorough-going sur- 


vey," said Mr. Hall, "and it indicates 
not only the immense importance of 
the pig to the farmer this year, but as 
a big element in restoring the pros- 
perity 6f the whole country. Pigs are 
bringing real money, and when I say 
that the pig is in the parlor again it 
is not all metaphor. We' know of many 
cases where weakly piglets have been 
brought into the house for warmth 
and nursing. That's because he is re. 
garded by most fanners as the factor 
which is going to rescue him from 
the slough of post-war deflation. 


"Pure-bred record associations show 


the biggest business in history, indi- 
cating better and more profitable 
swine in the future. The government, 
farm bureaus, colleges, all are educat- 
ing the farmer not only to the profit of 
pure-breds, but to the economy of pow- 
and other progressive 
er farming 
methodsr*— 


Mr. Hall states that the survey shows 
only a normal, or normal plus, crop of 
pigs for the rerJBon that although 
breeding increased, mortality was 
higher owing to the inability of the 
farmers in many cases, to balance the 
ration of cheap corn, and to the floods 
and the cold and backward spring. 


'Probably 25 per cent more BOWS 


were bred this season than usual, and 
hence the mortality was viewed with 
unusual regret when every pure-bred 
baby porker was viewed as a poten- 
tial fifty-dollar bill. Business men are 
watching the swine market with the 
greatest interest because the pig is 
rooting open the first trail back to 
farm prosperity, according to the sur- 
vey.
